Congressmen Favor Tak- 
ing Up Alterations at 
Once Rather Than Wait- 
ing for January Term.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 17—Geor- 
gia congressional delegation mem- 
bers today expressed unanimous 
accord with the action of the 
board of directors of the Georgia 
Mercantile Association in Atlanta 
yesterday in which congress was 
urged to give immediate consid- 
eration to ‘proposals for revising 
the existing federal tax stiucture 

as an aid to business. 
' Joined by eight of the 10 
Georgia house members now here, 
both Senator Walter F. George and 
Senator Richard B. Russell J1., de- 
clared themselves in favor of tak- 
ing up tax revision during the 
present special session rather than 
delay action until the forthcoming 
regular session meeting in Jan- 
uary. 

“Revision of the undistributed 
profits tax and capital gain tax 
provisions of *+e existing federal 
revenue bill should not only be 
undertaken now,” said Senator 
George,. “but ge made.ret~ 
roactive to cover urns from 
the current tax year. I am whole- 
heartedly in sympathy with the 
attitude expressed by the Georgia 
Mercantile Association.” 

Russell Concurs. 

A similar statement was forth- 
coming from Senator Russell, who 
pledged himself to press for im- 
mediate revision of the tax sched- 
wles that havé been a source of 
widspread complaint among busi- 
iness leaders. Having voted against 
the tax bill at the time it was en- 
acted, the junior Georgia senator 
said he had found no occasion to 
change his attitude. 

“The offending provisions should 
be revised,” he said, “I am heart- 
ily in favor of immediate action 
and I see no reason why congress 
should delay the matter until next 
year.” 

Georgia delegation members 
were informed of the action tak- 
en by the state mercantile body in 
air mail letters reaching them to- 
day from J. P. Allen, prominent 
Atlanta department store head, 
and president of the mercantile 
association. 

Expressing the view that the 
capital gain tax and the undis- 
tributed profits tax “are now 
holding back business,” Allen 
wrote delegation members that the 
Georgia Mercantile Association 
was of the unanimous opinion that 
congress should take immediate 
steps toward revision. 

‘We believe,” he added, “that 
the other measures mentioned in 
the President’s message (to the 
opening of congress) are so con- 
troversial that congress will not 
be able to get them through dur- 
ing the extraordinary session, and 
it is imperative that something be 
done immediately to halt the very 
definite decline in business. We 
believe the only immediate rem- 
edy is in the tax measure.”

‘Mercury Will Drop to 36, 


Frost 
State. 


Mindling Says; 
Forecast Over 


Atlanta’s first severe wintry 
blast is due this morning when 
the mercury dips to 26 degrees, 
bringing the coldest weather of the 
current season, Forecaster George 
W. Mindling predicted yesterday. 

The cold wave which moved in 
yesterday from the Texas Pan- 
handle and the gulf has blanketed 
most of the _ southern states. 
Freezing temperatures were re- 
ported in many sections yesterday. 
The coldest spot was Aberdeen, 
S. D., where thermometers regis- 
tered. 4 degrees. 

Hard Freeze. 

Negligent Atlantans who forgot 
to drain their automobile radia- 
tors or fill them with anti-freeze 
mixtures may get a surprise this 
morning for “a hard freeze is ex- 
pected,” the weatherman said. 

Frost warnings were issued all 
over the state, even as far south 
as the Georgia-Florida line. Fair 


tures are expected to rise as high 
as 42 degrees during the day. 

“The frost will be heavy in the 
northern part of the state and 
somewhat lighter in the southern 
half,” the weatherman said. “It 
would be advisable for Atlantans 
to watch their water pipes, radia- 
tors and flowers,” he added. 

Coldest Since Oct. 24. 

The subfreezing temperatures 
today will be the coldest weather 
the city has experienced since Oc- 
tober 24, when the mercury tum- 
bled to 30 degrees at the Atlanta 
office. The cold wave is noth- 
ing unusual, however, the weath- 
erman pointed out, since the av- 
erage date of the first severe 
freeze is November. 8. 

The cold wave originated in the 
northwest, moved southward into 
Texas and then swept eastward. 
A storm on the Gulf coast made 
an area of depression, causing the 
cold blast to gain momentum as 
it continued eastward, the weath-

SYLVANIA, Ga., Nov. 17.—() 
Solicitor General W. G. Neville 
announced today the indictment 
of a missing daughter of Charlie 
Daughtry, 69, in the killing of the 
wealthy planter September 24. 

With four men under arrest, one 
of them a Savannah attorney and 
former candidate for congress, the 
prosecutor said the Screven coun- 
ty grand jury named the daughter, 
Miss Marie Daughtry, as an acces- 
sory before the fact. A bench 
warrant was issued for her. 

The prosecutor identified the 
men, held incommunicado in jails 
at near-by towns, as Ralph New- 
ton and Osborn Newton, indicted 
as principals, and Albert L. Cobb, 
Savannah lawyer, and Joe New- 
ton, Bloomington storekeeper, in- 
dicted as accessories before the 


fact. 
Plot to Split Estate. 

The slaying of Daughtry, Ne- 
ville said, “appears to be a plot to 
get rid of Daughtry for a share of 
his estate.” 

Henry Howard, attorney for ad- 
ministrators of the estate, placed 
its value at between $150,000 and 
$200,000, a substantial part of 
which is in cash, the remainder in 
farm land. 

Cobb, Neville said, had power 
of attorney for. Miss Daughtry, one 
of seven legal heirs to the estate. 
Daughtry did not leave a will. 

Away Many Years. 

The attorney said the missing 
woman had been away from 
Screven county a number of years, 
at one tim: living in Newark, N. J. 
He said he did not know her pres- 
ent -residence. 

Miss Daughtry was described 
by Howard as a woman about 35 
years old who had “very little to 
say.” 

Daughtry was found slumped 
in his automobile in a swamp near 
his home September 24. Two 
bullet holes were in his head, two 
behind his left shoulder. His 
pockets had been rifled. Finding 
of the body ended a two-day 
search.

OFFICIALS CHARGE

Veil of Secrecy Suddenly 
Thrown Around Investi- 
gation; 500 Machine 
Guns, Grenades Seized. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—(UP)—Dis- 
covery of enough explosives to 
blow up one-fourth of Paris and 
secret “fortresses” crammed with 
machine guns and hand grenades 
tonight spurred a nation-wide 
roundup of France’s “hooded men” 
allegedly organizing for a Rightist 
revolution. 

Authorities charged the hooded 
terrorists, known as “Les Cagou- 
lards,” received support from the 
Spanish Insurgents and other 
Rightist regimes. 

Fascist Arrested. 

Colonel Francois De La Roque, 
leader of the outlawed Croix de 
Feu (Cross of Fire), also was sus- 
pected of having some connection 
with the “hooded ones.” One of 
five persons under arrest tonight 
was Rene Anceaux, former presi- 
dent of the Dieppe division of the 
Croix de Feu. 

Police announced they had un- 
covered a bombproof “post of 
command” with an elaborate sys- 
tem of sliding walls and secret

GHINESE SUCCEED 
IN DELAYING FOES 


Evacuation of Civilians, 
Government From Capi- 
tal Gains Momentum. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 18.—(Thurs- 
day.)—(4) — Chinese apparently 
were making at least a temporarily 
successful stand against Japan’s 


westward advance. 

With heavy rains helping them 
stop Japanese planes and mobile 
equipment, the Chinese fought 
desperate rearguard actions to 
hold their enemy east of the main 
defense line between Shanghai 
and Nanking. 

In the capital, nevertheless, the 
evacuation of civilians and gov- 
ernment bureaus was accelerated 
by an unofficial warning to the 
populace to flee the path of the 
Japanese advance. 

The Domei (Japanese) News 
Agency said Japan’s army in 
North China had massed three col- 
umns along an 180-mile front on 
the Yellow river preparatory to an 
attack on Tsinanfu, capital of 
Shantung province. 

Chinese declared the Japanese 
still were held above the river, 
which they must cross in the face 
of strong Chinese defenses to reach 
the last unconquered North China 
capital. Tsinanfu is five miles 
south of the Yellow river.

Geary. was believed injured in 
a leap from a bathroom window 
to escape from the raiding party 
that caught his companions, John 
Oley and Harold (Red) Crowley. 

Taken in Rooming House. 

The pair was taken in a cheap 
rooming house in a region bor- 
dering both the downtown busi- 
ness section and the city’s old, 
wealthy residential area. 

Their arrest came at 2:30 o’clock, 
almost exactly 36 hours after their 
escape from the Onondaga county 
penitentiary with the aid of the 
daring Geary who cut his way 
through cell bars to capture the 
prison guard staff of six and es-. 
cape in a stolen car. 

They were taken, manacled, to 
police headquarters for question- 
ing and then transferred to the 
couty’s detention quarters in the 
county court building. 

Armed Guard on Duty. 

Here two armed deputy sher- 
iffs and a federal agent stood 
guard, with the shift changing 
every three hours.

During the year physical im- 
provements were made in the 
plant, with operating rooms, de- 
livery rooms, and X-ray treatment 
rooms all air-conditioned. Food 
service was completely rearranged, 
the main kitchen completely re- 
designed and re-equipped, and all 
floor kitchens discontinued. 

A modern tumor clinic was vus- 
tablished during the year, supplied 
with modern X-ray and radium 
equipment. The hospital has again 
received the full approval of all 
accrediting agencies, 
Hudgins. 

During the past three years the 
hospital has done $94,673 worth 
of charity work, not including un- 
collectable accounts. In addition 
to the charity work, the Golden 
Cross Enrollment Fund, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Malcolm Dewey, di- 
rector of the fund enrollment cam- 
paign, has this year given aid to 
needy persons in the sum of $9,- 
000, which is $1,200 more than 
last year. Golden Cross cases ad- 
mitted this year increased from 
154 last year to 209, an increase 
of 35 per cent, while the num- 
ber of days of service increased 
Twelve Golden Cross 
patients are at the hospital daily.

At Mt. Vernon by Wallace | CITED BY DPESINENT 


MT. VERNON, Nov. 17.—(AP) 
Text of the address prepared by 
President Roosevelt for delivery 
at the meeting of the presidents 
of the. land grant colleges and uni- 
versities and delivered by Secre- 
tary Wallace in the absence of the 
President: 


——— 


Today, here at Mount Vernon, 
we are paying tribute to George 
W n—not as the general 
who won the war for independ- 
ence, not as the statesman who 
welded the former colonies into 
one strong nation, but as the out- 
standing farmer and farm leader 
of his time. 

When the call of duty came, 
Washington was glad to give him- 
self for years on end to the serv- 
ice of his country; yet his heart 
turned always homeward toward 
his beloved plantation. While he 
was leading the American 
in the Revolutionary War ma 
could seldom visit his home. ’ But 
during the years he was presi- 
dent, he returned to it as often 
as he could from the capital at 
New York. Over a span of 40 
years, from 1759 until his death 
in 1799, the farm at Mount 
Vernon was the center of his in- 
terest. 

For him, farming was both a 
business and a hobby. To farm- 
ing as a business he brought the 
talents of a great executive. To 
farming as a hobby he brought 
the adventurous mind of a pio- 
neer, 

METHODS OF MANAGEMENT 
INSPIRATION TO FARMERS 


Fis 8,000-acre estate at Mount 
Vernon was divided into five 
separate units.~ His methods of 
management and his careful 
keeping of accounts are an in- 
spiration to farmers of the pres- 
ent. He knew how to merchan- 
dise his products so as to get a 
premium price—for example, the 
wheat he shipped under his spe- 
cial brand to the West Indies was 
rated as the best to be had. 

But more striking was the 
pioneering he did in the arts of 
husbandry. He was not satisfied 
to do things as they always had 
been done. When he found that 
one-crop tobacco farming was 
wearing out his land, he cut down 
his output of tobacco from 35,000 
to 5,000 pounds and replaced it 
with wheat, English clover and a 
variety of other crops. 

He took measures to stop 
gullying and erosion. He con- 
tinually tried to 
strains of livestock and from his 
sheep got more than twice as 
much wool per fleece as his 
neighbors got from theirs. He 
made a tour through the Caro- 
linas to exhibit one of his mules 
so as to popularize the use of 
mules. He tried out a threshing 
machine invented in Scotland. , 


CONSULTED OTHERS 
ON BETTER FARMING 


He was constantly exchanging 
ideas by mail with others in this 
and foreign countries who were 
interested in better farming. To 
what extent he foresaw the evo- 
lution that would take place in 
agriculture in the next century 
and a half, we do not know. But 
we do know that he hitfiself sold 
some of his own farm products 
in interstate and foreign com- 
merce. 

We know that he was active in 
the building of canals that would 
connect the seaboard with the 
great regions to the west. He 

must have sensed that the de- 
velopment of transportation, to- 
gether with more _ productive 
farming methods, would bring a 
sweeping change. He must have 
sensed that farm workers would 
be released to engage in the man- 
ufacture and distribution of many 
useful things and thus raise .the

not possibly foresee. 
He could not foresee that a 
aly wig Se tariff policy, adopted 
the beginning to foster infant 
ieduntiten would put agriculture 
at a permanent disadvantage. He 
could not foresee that mortgages 
on farm land would become an 
important part of a highly com- 
plex financial system and would 
be closely linked to the life in- 
surance policies of millions of 
people in cities and towns. He 
could not foresee that fixed 
charges such as taxes, interest 
and freight rates would push 
thousands of farmers into bank- 
ruptcy whenever the prices of 
farm commodities. collapsed. 
He could not foresee that 
abundant production, instead of 
lifting the farmer’s standard of 
living, would sometimes crush the 
farmer under the weight of an 
unmarketable surplus. He could 
not foresee the development of 
the great corporations and labor 
unions, and how essential it 
would be for farmers to unite. He 
could not foresee that farm buy- 
ing power would be essential to 
keep city factories running. He 
could not ‘foresee the intricate 
web of economic ties that, ex- 
tending across state boundaries, 
would almost completely sub- 
merge the local phases of agri- 
cultural production and make it 
more than ever a matter of vital 
national concern. 
GEORGE WASHINGTON, 
FIRST “MASTER FARMER” 

- Knowing what we do of George 
Washington’s belief in a national 
government strong enough. to 
cope with the problems of his 
time, and his perception of the 
importance of agriculture as the 
foundation of our national life, 
we can be sure that if he had liv- 
ed today he would have acted 
boldly to keep agriculture from 
going down to ruin. 

We can be sure that he would 
not have denied to agriculture 
advantages which government 
has so freely granted to industry. 
All his actions indicate that he 
would have supported farmers in 
programs of the type they have 
adopted. Just as he himself 
shifted from one-crop tobacco 
production to a balanced type of 
farming in order to save his soil, 
it seems almost certain that he 
would have favored government 
action to aid farmers as a group 
to.bring their farming operations 
into balance. 

And so, as we pay tribute to 
George Washington, the first 
“master farmer,” Yet us resolve 
that we will be worthy of his 
great example. Let us resolve 
that as a nation we will not neg- 
lect the fertility of our soil or 
the integrity of our farm homes. 
Let us resolve that, now and al- 
ways, the great art of husbandry

Sensing this, it was natural that 

he should urge congress to create 
a national board to promote the 
interests of agriculture. In his 
eighth annual .message to con- 
gress he said: 

HE NAMED AGRICULTURE 

OF PRIMARY IMPORTANCE 


“It will not be doubted that 
with reference either to individ- 
ual or national welfare agricul- 
ture is of primary importance. In 
proportion as nations advance in 
population and other cfrcum- 
stances of maturity this truth be- 
comes more apparent, and rend- 
ers the cultivation of the soil 
more and more an object of pub- 
lic patronage. Institutions for 
promoting it grow up, supported 
by the public purse; and to what 
object can it be dedicated with 
greater propriety?” 

George Washington’s interest in 
agriculture was matched in later 
years by that of Thomas Jeffer- 
son. But not until 1839, when 
congress appropriated $1, 000 for 
the patent office to use in the aid 
of agriculture, was Washington’s 
proposal carried out. Then in 
the years that followed, as farm- 
ers generally felt the need for 
improving their methods of pro- 
duction, the movement spread. 

At last, under the leadership of 
Abraham Lincoln in 1862, more 
than a half century after George 
Washington’s message, that move- 
ment came to fruition. Laws 
were passed by congress estab- 
lishing the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and provid- 
ing grants of land to aid in estab- 
lishing state colleges of agricul- 
ture. Now, this week, the 75th 
anniversary of the founding of 
these great institutions is being 
celebrated at the nation’s capital.

ALLIES RAILROADS 


Northern Carriers Join 
Southern Competitors in . 
Brief to I. C. C. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(4)— 
Northern railroads joined their 
southern competitors today in op- 
posing contentions producers 
would bear the brunt of a pro- 
posed 10 per cent increase in to- 
bacco freight rates. 


“If the producer is actually in 
the deplorable state urged in this 
record,” the northern carriers said 
in briefs filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, “after 


receiving 35.48 cents a pound for 


burley tobacco in ‘the 1936-1937 
crop as against 19.05 cents for the 
1935 crop, or 16.96 cents for the 
1934 crop or 10.46 cents for the 
1933 crop, the answer is to 
found elsewhere than in the rail 
rates which in their entirety would 
average less than 1-2 cent a pound 
and the increases in which under 
the instant proposal are actually 
infinitesimal in effect regardless of 
the labored theories propounded 
and indulged in by protestants.” 

The southern carriers said “it is 
exceedingly doubtful” if the in- 
creased rates will affect the grow- 
ers.of tobacco. 

“They (the growers) do not pay 
the freight rate,” the southern rail- 
roads told the commission. ‘The 
record attempts to show that they 
do, but the most that can be said 
is that the freight rates on unman- 
ufactured tobacco affect growers 
thereof only indirectly and re- 
motely.”

Approval of $39,000,000 
Rome-Mobile Channel 
Urged by Alabaman. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(#)— 
Governor Bibb Graves, of Ala- 
bama, left tonight for Montgom- 
ery, after urging government of- 
ficials to approve fthe proposed 
$39,000,000 development of the 
Coosa river from Mobile to Rome, 
Georgia. 

He also sought indorsement of 
the project from the Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation, which has 
been asked to operate its federal 
barge lines on the Georgia-Ala- 
bama stream. 

Graves said the district engi- 
neer’s office at Mobile would com- 
plete a report on its survey of the 
Coosa and forward it to the New 
Orleans division engineer late in 
December. The engineers’ findings 
have not been disclosed. 

The project is designed to pro- 
vide a nine-foot channel from 
Mobile to Rome. ;

Company Says He Is 
Walter Davenport | 


\ Should Quit Meddling. 


From the melee of charges and 
counter-charges growing out of 
Walter Davenport’s article, “All 
Work and No Pay,” published in 
a recent issue of Collier’s Weekly, 
yesterday emerged Sereno Beck, 
loom fixer for the Bibb Manufac- 
turing Company, Columbus, who 
avers he is satisfied with his lot 
in life, but pointedly suggests that 
Mr. Davenport attend to his own 
business and quit meddling. 

Beck, who styles himself “a 
loyal textile worker,” takes Dav- 
enport to task on almost every 
point the associate editor of Col- 
lier’s claims to have scored in his 
story, which mill executives in 
Georgia and throughout the south 
have branded as “false, mislead- 


use child labor—there dre too 
many grown-ups out of work to 
use child labor. 

“Neither do we (mill workers) 
want any outsider butting into 
our affairs. We do not need the 
CIO or any other alphabetical or- 
ganization to tell us what to do, 
They have never done anyone 
any good. We are pleased with 
our present wage scales and do not 
need anyone to pass a bill on our 
wages. We consider our company 
capable of doing that.

Need Not Worry.

Servitude Denied. 


In a letter to his bosses, Beck 
denies that southern textile em- 
ployes are in a state of servitude 
—or peonage—as Davenport inti- 
mates so strongly that it is prac- 
tically a direct accusation. He 
wrote the letter from Columbus, 
and it was so strong a defense of 
the Bibb mills and so forceful a 
presentation of the case of the 
workers that it was dispatched to 
W. D. Anderson, president of the 
Bibb Manufacturing Company, 
Macon, and from there it was for- 
warded to T. M. Forbes, secre- 
tary of the Cotton Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of Georgia. 

Beck relates that he was grad- 
uated from Berry College at Rome 
in the class of 1929, and that the 
“all work and no pay angle” is a 
lot of bosh, hokum or anything 
else untrue. 

“I wish that if.Mr. Davenport 
is not getting sufficient ‘ pay to 
take care of his needs he would 
come down to Columbus to the 
Bibb Manufacturing Company or 
any other Bibb mill and take up a 
collection instead of writing such 
untruths about our southern tex- 
tile mills,” one paragraph of the 
letter says. 

“We Are Satisfied.” 


“I want to let the people know 
how this $20,000,000 corporation 
treats its employes and why we 
are satisfied,” he continues. 

“I came to Bibb on October 29,, 
1933, after trying to find work! 
elsewhere. I went to work on the 
night shift learning how to weave 
even before NRA. After I learned 
this I got a good wage, even then 
paying 40 cents an hour. 

“Our mills are operated on a 
40-hour week basis. We do not

If we were not making it, we 
certainly couldn’t give to the less 
fortunate. 

“Every man in our organiza- 
tion will back up what I have said, 
and I am proud to be a member 
of the Bibb family. -When I get 
to disliking it, I will quit.” 

Describes Club. 


Beck told of the Progress~Glub. 
organized by the mill village and 
supported jointly by the mill in 
which employes may enroll vol- 
untarily and of their “own free 
will” for five cents a week. There 
are showers, pool tables, a shor 
shine stand, a barber shop, club- 
rooms and other conveniences af 
the clubhouse, he pointed out 

He ended his letter by saying: 

“The south is proud of its cot- 
ton mills and the mills are proud 
of their workers. So why shouldn't 
they stick together?” 

He was emphatic in saying that 
no deductions of any kind ov 
character are taken from “our pav 
envelopes except those we know 
of and authorize,” and told of the 
advantage of Bibb Vocational 
school, operated jointly by the 
mill and the State Department of 
Education, where employes may 
study their various jobs and im- 
prove themselves.

Ermenegildo Pellegrinetti, nuncio 
to Yugoslavia; Giovanni Piazza, 
patriarch of Venice; Arthur Hins- 
ley, of Westminster, and Pierre 
Gerlier, of Lyon. 

The 80-year-old Pope will be- 
stow red hats upon them at a pub- 
lic consistory December 16. 

The elevation of the Archbish- 
op of Westminster will give Eng- 
land her first cardinal since the 
death of Francis Cardinal Bourne 
in 1935. 

Like Archbishop Gerlier and 
Patriarch Piazza, the Archbishop 
of Westminster is the new prelate 
of a see to which a cardinalate 
usually is accorded. 

In elevating Archbishops Piz- 
zardo and Pellegrinetti, the Pope 
will accord them recognition for 
their work in his diplomatic 
service.

British Diplomat To Talk 
With Hitler, Goering and 
Von Blomberg. 


BERLIN, Nov. 17.—(#)—Vis- 
count Halifax arrived. here today 
for “informal” conversations on 
German-British relations and, ac- 
cording to present arrangements, 
will talk with Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler Friday morning at the lat- 
ter’s Berchtesgaden home. 

The talk with Der Fuehrer ap- 
pdrently will not be long, as Hal- 
ifax planned to be back in Berlin 
Friday night. 

Shortly after his arrival, Halifax 
and Sir Eric Phipps, British am- 
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bassador, had a short visit with 
Baron Konstantin von Neurath, | 
foreign minister. 

The British diplomat expects to 
talk with Colonel General Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, minister 
for aviation, and Field Marshal 
Werner von Blomberg, minister of 
defense, while he is here. 

There was no doubt in inform- 
ed circles here that the colonial 
problem would have an important 
place in the Hitler-Halifax conver- 
sations. 

The solution, from the Nazi 
point of view, would be the re- 
turn of Germany’s possessions lost 
through the World War. Already 
the press has put the question to 
Britain, under whose mandate the 
bulk of the colonies fell, for an 
unequivocal “yes” or “no” re- 


sponse. 


TWO NEW GOALS

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WHERE GEORGIA LAGS 

Georgia produces, per acre, for most of the 
standard farm crops, less than any other of 
the great agricultural states. Georgia farm 
workers raise, per man, less of. these crops than 
the workers in any other state. 

Dean Paul W. Chapman, of the University 
of Georgia College of Agriculture, makes these 
alarming revelations in a report prepared as 
one project of the citizens’ fact-finding move- 
ment in which 14 leading organizations of the 
state are co-operating. 

The condition exposed by Dean Chapman 
goes to the root of the state’s economic troubles. 
While the agricultural population is thus lag- 
ging behind the procession of other states, it 
is inevitable that education, health, industry, 
commerce and all other activities shall suffer. 
A people thus held to small financial returns 
cannot provide the financial flow necessary 
both for the support of public and govern- 
mental activities and for a prosperous state of 
trade. 

There are many reasons for this condition, 
some of which are self-evident in other statis- 
tics of Dean Chapman’s report. He tells, for 
instance, that Georgia had more farmers last 
year who had been on their land for only one 
year than any other state. Farm success, more 
than any other, depends not only upon lifelong 
operation of home acres, but upbuilding of soil 
wealth through generation after generation. 
The finest farm homes in the nation are in 
New England and Virginia, where the same 


/ lands and homes have been owned by the same 


families for many generations. 

In Georgia, in 1935, there were 164,331 crop- 
pers and other tenant farmers, compared to 
75,857 farm owners and 9,340 part owners. 

Georgia leads all states in production of five 
crops, sweet potatoes, peanuts, watermelons, 
pecans and pimiento peppers, yet the yield per 
acre, for the 10-year period of 1922-32, was 
the lowest for any state in the Union. 

Georgia has a greater percentage of soil- 
eroded acres than any other state. It costs 
more, on the average, to produce a pound of 
cotton in Georgia than in any other state. 

Although Georgia’s per capita consumption 
of milk and butter is only about half the aver- 
age for the nation as a whole, this state pro- 
duces only about 35 per cent of the dairy prod- 
ucts it uses. 

Georgia produces less than 1 per cent of 
the mules used on its farms. Georgia ranks 
third in farm population, but thirty-ninth in 
income per farm. 

The average annual per capita farm income 
of the state is $147, compared with a total per 
capita income, for the entire population of the 
state, of $343. 

These facts given in Dean Chapman’s re- 
port are startling and alarming. Yet it is nec- 
essary, if Georgia is to re-establish herself as a 
leader among the states, that they be known 
and understood by every citizen of the state. 

The remedy cannot be applied immediately. 
It will take years of patient endeavor and sac- 
rificing effort. | 

The only possible cure is rebuilding. A two- 
fold rebuilding. A rebuilding of fertility in the 
soil-eroded and worn-out acres and a rebuild- 
ing of modern farming ability in the coming 
generations. The latter program fortunate- 
ly, well under way through the College of Agri- 
culture itself, through the state’s other institu- 
tions of agricultural education, through the 
4-H clubs, the Master Farmers’ movement, 
through the Future Farmers of America and 
through the agricultural vocational training 
given in the state’s high schools.

It is a statement worded, unquestionably, in 
a deliberate effort to win popular sympathy for 
Japan in the United States, and weaken the 
public support of this nation for the Brussels 
conferees. 

A few officials of the State Department and 
a handful of experts on international finance 
know that the real reason the war debts have 
not been paid is the high tariff walls against 
international commerce erected by the United 
States. 

‘But to the man on the street any unpaid 
and overdue debt, whether it be between gov- 
ernments or between nations, is the same as a 
debt between individuals. It is not paid and 
that is all he understands. He considers the 
debtor a wilful defaulter. 

Japan shrewdly plays upon this popular mis- 
conception and gains, thereby, a new measure 
of condonance from the man in the street in 
America. 

Thus it is evident that Japan’s primary ob- 
jective in diplomacy, at the present time, at 
least, is to avoid any clash with the United 
States. 

Which should lift the worst apprehensions 
of those jingoistic alarmists who are constantly 
picturing a yellow-tinged peril to this country, 
lurking gloweringly across the Pacific. 


EDEN’S SAD PLIGHT. 


Anthony Eden, but recently the darling of 
the gods of European diplomacy, has fallen to 
so low an estate there are none so poor to do 
him reverence. At any rate, the old men of 
Chamberlain’s cabinet show him little respect. 
While he was holding forth at the Brussels con- 
ference last week, they persuaded the prime 
minister to approve their idea of sending Lord 
Halifax to talk with Hitler. This was in effect 
a direct reversal of the policy to which the 
foreign office is committed. 

The furore caused by this affront to Eden 
has focused the attention of observers on Eden’s 
personal plight. He is said to have been on the 
verge of resigning twice last week. He has been 
Similarly minded on several other occasions. 
One gathers that a sense of duty has proved 
more compelling in his case than resentment 
aroused by the cavalier tactics of his cabinet 
colleagues. 

Eden has all along been the victim of the 
older men with whom he is associated. He has 
been too youthful and idealistic to suit them. 
He is a constant reminder of their own mis- 
takes. He became foreign minister in 1935, after 
Sir Samuel Hoare had joined Laval in the co- 
lossal blunder of seeking to confirm Mussolini’s 
Ethiopian adventure. Ever since, he has had the 
envy and bitterness of Hoare, Sir John Simon 
and others, who are eager to step into Cham- 
berlain’s sHoes and who already have taken 
charge of his ears. 

For when Chamberlain agreed io send Hali- 
fax, he was not, it. seems, acting so much on 
his own behalf as at the urging of the elder 
statesmen, who have their own score to settle 
with, Eden. Chamberlain is far from being the 
He, too, is 
old, and he is not strong, and he is constantly 
being pushed into positions which please his 


cronies rather than strengthen his hold upon « 


the admiration of Englishmen. 

Meanwhile, the way in which, in this affair, 
history is repeating itself is of no little interest. 
In 1912, Haldane, a pronounced Germanophile, 
was sent, instead of the then foreign minister, 
to soften. the militant mood of the group in 
control at Berlin. Haldane failed, for reasons 
which need not be detailed. There is reason to 


think Halifax will do no better. 


Those who have been dismayed by the 
weakness and uncertainty of recent British 
international policy can now better understand 
what is behind this endless shilly-shallying. 
The British government has been for years a 
house divided against itself. On the one hand, 
there was Eden, who was all for taking a high 
ground. On the other, there were the oldsters 
priding themselves upon’ being realists. It is 
a pity that at so crucial a moment in the life 
of mankind, British diplomacy should be so 
futile and timorous.

Although Russia was not a 
signer of the nine-power treaty, she had been 
invited to the conference because of her impor- 
tant interests in the Far East. g 

In addition to resenting Italian balking at any 
Brussels maneuver that might hamper Japan, Rus- 
sia is concerned over the new anti-Communist 
pact that Germany, Italy and Japan have aimed 
at her. The abrupt return of Maxim Litvinoff 
from Brussels to Moscow may be followed by a 
Soviet defense council to seek measures to coun- 
teract the unfriendly ring the Fascist powers 
appear to be drawing around Russia. 

While the Brussels conference probably will 
make some formal gesture in favor of peace in 
the Far East, there is scant hope for any action 
that will deter Japan from her present course. 
Instead, it appears to have hastened the Fascist 
powers into an alliance that may have secret mili- 
tary clauses that will endanger world peace. Yet 
the Brussels meeting was a necessary first step 
in seeking peace in China, and there still is hope 
that it will be followed by more vigorous efforts.

Every school seems to have at least one sadistic bully who en- 
joys the exercise of power as a cat does. He is instinctively shrewd 
enough not to trouble those who would fight back, but woe to the 
eee mi ne or weakness, 
aving found such a prospective victim, the b does not 
stroy him all at once or even frighten hin enough’ te mone ot, 
courage of desperation. He experiments and feels his way. 

_ ‘Poday he merely glares at the weakling or perhaps calls him 
insulting names; tomorrow he pulls off his cap and throws his books 
into the gutter; thereafter, the number of his offenses is limited 
only by his imagination. He knows there is nothing to hinder him. 

The same shrewd system, which seems to show an instinctive 
understanding of human nature, is used by the adult bully to at- 
tain larger ends. 

You have seen him, no doubt, in a training camp or in some 
gang of workers or in a group of office men. Almost invariably 
he progresses from bad to worse by degrees. On each occasion 
he knows just how far he can go in safety. 

If that were not true, the bully alone would be to blame. Since 
it is true, the frightened or too-patient victim is equally at fault, 
for he deliberately invites his own ruin. 

Anybody with ordinary good sense knows that a bully, meeting 
no resistance, will go farther. It is as inevitable as the sum of two 
plus two. Therefore, the one who offers no resistance invites the 
bully to go farther. He fairly bellows: “Hit me again!” And he 
gets what he asks for. 

The time to stop a bully is before he starts. When he makes 
his first offensive move, or even shows his evil intentions, he goes 
warily and keeps a sharp watch for any sign of trouble. Yelling at 
him isn’t necessary. Even words of warning are superfluous. Just 
casually pick up a club or draw a knife and wait. Ten times in 
— ten he will slip away or become effusively friendly. It never

It is the fourth 
of a series of volumes under the 
title, “Historical Collections From 
April, 1641, to December, 1642.” 

It is a sort of chronicle of the 
important events of those years in 
England.

Printed in the an- 
cient way, with those esses that 
look like effs, and with much use 
of italic type for emphasis. , 

I didn’t have time to read much, 
but traced a lot about the trial 
of the Earl of Strafford for trea- 
son.

There are many pages of trial 
evidence, of arguments for and 
against the accused, of statements 
by the ear] himself and of debates 
upon the issue in parliament.

It would readjust the portions 
of capital gains that are subject to 
taxation and allow the taxpayer 
to employ either of two tax meth- 
ods most advantageous to him. 

Even some of the subcommit- 
teemen were puzzled about the 
exact manner in which the new 
system would operate. Some of 
their tax consultants said it would 
give the taxpayer an option of: 

1, Lumping the taxable percent- 
age of his capital gains with his 
other income.and paying normal 
taxes and surtaxes on the total. 

2. Paying the normal levies and 
surtaxes on his ordinary income 
plus a flat 40 per cent tax on the 
taxable portion of his profits from 
eg or exchanges of capital as- 
sets. 

The capital gains tax is levied 
on profits arising from transac- 
tions in such assets as securities 
and real estate. 

“It is our thought,” said Sub- 
committee Chairman Vinson, 
Democrat, Kentucky, “that the ac- 
celeration in transactions (because 
of the change approved today) 
will, of course, be helpful to busi- 
ness conditions and not cause an 
unseemly loss in revenue.”

The Georgia Prison Commission 
for six or. seven years has been 
taking fingerprints at the state 
farm at Milledgeville and the com- 
mission will continue this system in 
co-operation with the State De- 
partment of Safety, G. A. Johns, 
chairman of the commission, said 
yesterday. The Department of 
Safety intends to obtain the rec- 
ord of every convict in Georgia. 

A system of fingerprinting at 
the-state farm was instituted sev- 
eral years ago, Chairman .Johns 
said, and these prints have been 
exchanged and compared with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation at) 
Washington. They have been clas- 
sified with the federal government 
records. At present there are many 
thousands of fingerprints in the 
files of the Georgia commission 
with records from Washington 
giving histories of various prison- 
ers who have criminal records 
outside the state. 

Prints From Tattnall. 

Chairman Johns said when the 
new prison in Tattnall: county 
was taken over by the state, the 
commission immediately instituted 
a fingerprinting system. 

In recent months, the commis- 
sion has. obtained from federal 
authorities 150 fingerprint outfits 
with 10,000 fingerprint cards 
which have been distributed to 
wardens of all counties in which 
prison camps are located. 

Camps operated by the State 
Highway Department also were 
given these cards and inspectors 
instructed on the taking of good 
prints. These inspectors, Judge 
Johns said, are now co-operating 
with the counties by instructing 
wardens. 

The commission, he said, daily 
is receiving fingerprints from 
county camps. These immediately 
are forwarded to Washington. In 
return, the commission daily is 
receiving criminal histories of 
prisoners serving terms in Geor- 
gia from Washington. 

Join With Other States. 

Johns said the commission is 
co-operating with other states and 
that it is the commissjon’s desire 
co-operate with 
every law enforcement agency 
possible. 

Chairman Johns said the com- 
mission was glad to co-operate 
with the Department of Safety 


ing every assistance to the com- 
mission. Johns said the goal of the 
commission was to build a system 
that will be a benefit to the state 
and to other states in the appre- 
hension and the return of escaped 
prisoners and in the identification 
of law violators.

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our money. Doctors, dentists and 
attorneys in England often charge 
by the “guinea.” This is not a 
coin (at least, not one of the pres- 
ent day) but everyone seems to 
know what it is worth—just one 
pound and one shilling. 

Long ago, guineas were gold 
coins made out of gold from 
Guinea, a region in Africa. They 
were first minted in 1663, and the 
last one was issued in the year 
1813. The place to see one now 
is in a coin collection. 

A small coin not often used in 
England is the farthing, or a quar- 
ter-penny. Another coin is the 
half-penny, or “ha-penny.” <A 
tiny silver piece worth three pence 
wes formerly common, but is now 
almost out of circulation. 

This year many thousands of 
bronze three-penny coins were 
minted. They are almost as large 
as the silver shilling, but are not 
circular—they are 12-sided. On 
one side is the image of the new 
British King—George VI. I have 
obtained several of these three- 
penny coins at English banks, but 
have been given them in change 
only once or twice. People have 
been putting them aside as 
“curios” ever since the coronation, 
and they are not passing around 
very much, 

Great Britain is one of the few 
modern countries which do not 
have the decimal system of money. 
It is hard for a person from 
abroad to figure the meaning of 
the coins. 

Great Britain also clings to the 
old system of weights, with 16 
ounces in a pound and 14 pounds 
in astone. I have asked a number 
of English boys and girls how 
much they weighed, and have re- 
ceived answers like these: “Four 
stone, three,” “Five stone, two 
pounds,” and “Three stone, nine.” 
When I asked, “How much in 
pounds” it took some time for an 
answer to be figured out. 

Outside of English-speaking na- 
tions, it is common for people to 
give weights in grams and kilo- 
grams. This system is more easy 
to gabe after a person gets used 
to

hour bill are items one and two 
in the program -sent to congress 
by the President for the special 
session, He urged a revision of 
the tax schedules but implied that 


other legislative matter should 
precede such action. 

Over the bitter opposition of 
southern members, the wage-hour 
bill was approved last August by 
the senate, and reported out of the 
house labor committee only to run 
into a cul-de-sac in the rules com- 
mittee. 

Held by Two Votes. 

There, a combination of south- 
ern Democrats and Republicans 
pagoled their votes, and when the 
ballots were counted there was a 
plurality of two against the bill on 
the house floor. 

The remedy, the labor commit- 
tee agreed today, was a petition 
which, if signed by 218 house 
members, would force the rules 
committee to release its grasp upon 
the measure and bring it up auto- 
matically for consideration on the 
floor. 

An alternative method would 
have been for the labor committee 
to have voted to recall the meas- 
ure for revision. This it turned 
down “almost unanimously,” 
Chairman Mary Norton, Democrat, 
New Jersey, said after today’s 
meeting. The committee, she add- 
ed, would concentrate upon get- 
ting signatures to the petition. 

105 Sign Petition. 

Mrs. Norton had presented the 
petition yesterday, and when the 
house adjourned today, 105 mem- 
bers'had signed. 

“Unless there are a lot of fibbers 
in the house,” she said, “we'll get 
it signed in a few days. % 

The wage-hour bill was con- 
demned tonight by Representative 
Dies, Democrat, Texas, as “Fas- 
cist.” In a radio address, Dies con- 
tended the béll would add to “bu- 
reaucracy” which he said threaten- 
ed “usurpation of legislative au- 
thority.” 

The senate’s filibuster, directed 
against the enactment of anti- 
lynching legislation, roared storm- 
ily along throughout the day. Sén- 
ator Connally, Democrat, Texas, 
completed a speech begun yester- 
day and Senator Bailey, Demo- 
crat, North Carolina, took up the 
burden when he had concluded. 

Connally devoted most of his 
speech to taunting Senator Wag- 
ner, Democrat, New York, with 
statements that the bill is a “vote 
getting expedition into Harlem” 
and that Wagner had “protected 
his constituents by exempting 
gangsters and racketeers” from its 
provisions. 

In 1936, he said, there was not 
a single lynching in his own state 
of Texas while gangster killings 
were numerous in New York city. 

“Six Lynched in N. Y.” 

“Dutch Schultz and six com- 
panions were lynched on the side- 
walks of New York,” he shouted, 
“and not an arrest was made.” 

“When you have cleaned out 
your own Augean stables,” he 
roared in the New Yorker’s face, 
“when you have cleaned the hands 
of millions of your citizens, then | 
invite you to come down with your 
witch-burning zeal and talk re- 
form to my people.” 

Bailey made plain that he had 
no hope of stopping the bill.

New Building Will Provide Indoor Space for Tennis, 
Volley Ball, Baseball, Basketball and Swimming 
When Completed in September, 1938. 


Construction will begin Decem- 
ber 9 on a health and physicat 
education building costing $100,- 
000 at the Georgia State College 


for Women at Milledgeville, ac- 
cording to a statement made yes- 
terday by Chancellor S. V. San- 
ford. 

The building will be two sto- 
ries, of modern brick, concrete, 
steel, fire-resistive construction. 
It will have space for inside ten- 
nis courts, volleyball courts, in- 
door baseball diamond, basketball 
court, swimming pool, -classrooms, 
and office space. It is estimated 
the building will be completed 
and ready for occupancy for the 
beginning of the school term in 
September, 1938. 

G. S, C. W. has at present an 
enréllment of 1,363 students, com- 
pared with 1.032 students in 1932 
—the year the regents assumed 
control of the institution. It is 
maintained and operated by the 
Sate Board of Regents. Eminent 
educational authorities consider it 
to be the outstanding college for 


girls in the south. Instruction is 
given in the liberal arts, home 
economics, education, secretarial 
work, and other related courses. 
In June, 1937, 150 students were 
graduated. 

The construction of the new 
building is in line with the de- 
velopment of a health and physi- 
cal educational program inaugu- 
rated at G. S. C. W. by the board 
of regents and Chancellor S._ V. 
Sanford. Under this program, 
students are given instruction in 
health and physical education on 
an enlarged basis so that, upon 
graduation, they are qualified to 
teach a modern health program or 
to return to their respective com- 
munities with a well-organized 
plan for the development of 
health, Chancellor Sanford stated. 

The board of regents plans the 
construction of several additional 
buildings. including a teacher 
training building and a dormitory. 
The completion of these buildings 
will make G. S. C. W. one of the 
most modern of its kind in the 
south, Chancellor Sanford said.

3. A change in weather caused 
by the approach of an unpredicted 
mass of cold air. 

The plane, en route from New- 
ark, N. J., to Oakland, Cal., struck 
the side of a mountain near Hum- 
py Ridge, Utah, October 17, while 
flying at an altitude of 10,200 feet.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(P) 
The federal deficit climbed above 
ark in the first 


cal year which began July 1, the 
treasury statement: showed today. 

On November 15, expenditures 
had exceeded income by $702,238,- 
089. To keep within President 
Roosevelt’s October 19 budget es- 
timate for the entire fiscal year, 
the treasury must hold the deficit 
for the next 7 1-2 months down 
to $193,000,000. 

Although Senator Byrd, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, has predicted the 
red ink figure will be much larger 
than expected, treasury officials 
express hope enough money to 
verify their figures will pour in 
during the important tax-paying 
period next march. 

The President’s estimates were 
based on increased revenues and 
decreased expenditures: this year, 
compared with last year. So far, 
the income of $2,166,144,471 is 
about. $600,000,000 more than the 
Similar period last year, but the 
$2,868,382,561 expenditures are 
also larger than last year to the 
extent of about $200,000,000. 

The federal debt now stands at 
$37,051,401,153, an increase of 
about $600,000,000 since July 1.

Taken Into Custody After 


Losing U. S. Appeal. 


Robert E. S. Lee, alias the Earl 
of Pelham, was taken into the 
custody of federal officers in Chi- 
cago yesterday, Lawrence S. 
Camp, district attorney, said last 
night he had been informed by 
the United States marshal at Chi- 
cago. 

Camp said Lee was reported to 
be in jail in Chicago pending his 
transfer to a penal institution to 
be ee by the attorney gen- 
era 

Lee, who was convicted and 
given a three-year federal prison 
term last year in connection with 
a $700,000 stock fraud, lost his 
fight for freedom Monday when 
the United States supreme court 
refused to pass upon a judgment 
against Lee by the fifth circuit 
court of appeals. 

Indicted July 31, 1935, on 
charges that he and others used 
the mails to defraud, Lee was con- 
victed May 23, 1936, after a 17- 
day trial.

Two audits, those of the State 
Military Department and the State 
Athletic Commission, yesterday 
were filed -with Governor Rivers 
by State Auditor W. Tom Wisdom. 

The present surplus of $2,766 in 
the report of the Military Depart- 
ment reduced the deficit of $150,- 
655, carried over from the former 
administration, to $147,888. Ac- 
cording to Wisdom, receipts for the 
first six months of this year 
amounted to $34,720 and disburse- 
ments, including $1,927 for the in- 
auguration of Governor Rivers, of 
$32,552. 

From April 8, the date of the 
beginning of the Athletic Com- 
mission, to June 30, date of audit, 
receipts totaled $2,286. Expenses 
of $1,873 left a balance of $412.

Charges that discount privileges’ 
granted state employes by tire 
and automobile accessory dealers 
had been abused to the extent 
that the “business is no longer 
profitable” were made yesterday 
by a group of Atlanta retail deal- 
ers. 


Meeting at the capitol, th ro- 
tested that requisition cards, “ine 
tended for use in granting the 
state discounts ranging as high as 
40 per cent, were being used in 
purchases of relatives and friends 
of employes. 

John Lewis, purchasing agent 
for the state, said he knew of no 
instance in which anyone other 
than a state employe had bene- 
fitted. 

R. F. Birch, former purchasing 
agent, said employes were given 
benefit of state purchasing cards 
because many of them earned low 
salaries. He said county agents 
who earned $200 a month were 
forced to spend nearly $100 a 
month on automobile upkeep and 
that the discount and a five cent 
per mile expense allowance help- 
ed make up the additional cost 
resulting from using their own 
automobiles, 

Guy Holcomb, Atlanta gas and 
tire dealer, asked: “Why pick on 
tire and accessory dealers? Why 
not other merchants — clothing 
dealers for example—those on the 
state pay roll also Wear out the 
seat of their pants in conducting 
state business.” 

Charles C. Moon, president of 
the Atlanta Association of Petro- 
leum Dealers, said the practice 
was “unfair to the small dealer.”

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Tuesday.—We slipped into Cleveland quiet- 

ly yesterday by making the mistake of getting off at the wrong 

station and disappointing our hosts who were waiting for us at 
another station. Except for the fact that we 
caused them anxiety and spent an unnecessary 
length of time driving through the city streets, 
no real harm was done. 

This morning I spent two hours and a half 
seeing some really thrilling things, three PWA 
slum clearance projects which really have peo- 
ple living in the houses. We just drove past 
two of them, but that was enough to get an 
idea of the architecture and planning and the 
general social life which will be possible. 

The buildings usually are two-story small 
houses, or apartments running from three to 
five rooms. The rents vary from $18 to $30 
per month. You may.live in the more expen- 
sive group with a maximum income of $1,500 
a year. We visited one young man living in one 
-~ = of these small houses whose income was $1,500 

a year and who had three small children under two and a half 
years old. That is a courageous young family, I think, don’t you! 
The buildings are simple, but black brick has been used to re- 
lieve the red and give it a certain decorative appearance. Play- 
grounds for different ages are available away from city streets and 
traffic. In two places they have a community house. A good job 
is being done and it is developed far enough for one to see its 
possibilities. ; 
The National Youth Administration, too, is doing an exceptional 
guidance project with some posters, which ought to be in every 
office for they offer so many suggestions of possible vocations. In 
addition, they are having their work projects evaluated and are

Finally, we visited a WPA domestic training center. They have 
set this project up with an advisory committee on household train- 
ing. Mrs. William‘C. Mather, who is the chairman of this com- 
mittee, is evidently deeply interested in the work and has discov- 
ered some of the things which many of us have discovered, namely, 
it is not enough to train a good employe, you must also have a good 


employer. 


Unfortunately, we have heard that in many places in the coun- 
try some prefer to remain on relief rather than take household po- 


sitions. 


Many women were indignant over that statement. 


Mrs. 


Mather has found, as many of us have found in other places, that 
a little further irivestigation sometimes brings out the fact that the 
positions offered to women on relief are not always desirable. 
Sometimes there is bed and board and no pay, sometimes the 
munificent sum of $3 a week, out of which carfare and rent must 


be paid. 


It is not enough to train household employes, we must 


have. women to employ them who have a sense of fair play.

ALBANY, Nov. 17.—-A renewed 
plea for “economy in government 
and no more taxes,” and for a leg- 
islative hands-off policy until the 
amount of revenues accruing from 
the general assembly’s last session 
tax legislation shall be determined 
was voiced here tonight by Repre- 
sentative James V. Carmichael, of 


\Cobb county. 


Carmichael, addressing a tox ral-| 
ly held under auspices of the sec- 
ond district division of the Geor- 
gia Mercantile Association, assail- 
ed what he termed a growing 
movemenj to levy additional taxes, 
criticized sponsors of “redistribu- 
tion and revision,” and expressed 
sharp disagreement with those 
who favor a general sales tax or 
a gross receipts levy

possible, and would like- 
y gen in a general exodus of 
capital, business and industry 
from Georgia, unless such a levy 
is passed on to the consumer in 
the form of a hidden tax. 

The Cobb representative, citing 
Governor Rivers’ statements last 
year that no. additional revenue 
was needed with which to carry 
on the program of the administra- 
tion; declared: “If the administra- 
tion wants additional revenue, it 
should openly state that it does. 
To sidestep the issue and say that 
the matter of raising taxes is en- 
tirely up to the general assembly 
is not playing fairly with either 
the people or the general assem- 
bly. . . . Why does not the ad- 
ministration make its demands for 
additional revenue openly?” 

Carmichael criticized the ad- 
ministration’s move to tax intangi- 
bles before the general assembly 
has been given an opportunity to 
classify them. _ 

Laws Hit Intangibles. 


“Everyone agrees that intangi- 
bles should be taxed,” he said. 
“There is no reason why a per- 
son owning intangibles should be 
exempt, while a person owning 
realty is taxed. The trouble has 
always been, however, that to tax 
intangibles under the present 
laws of Georgia would confiscate 
that property. If intangibles were
